mills at Monessen, after a long period 
of inactivity, were partly put in m o­ 
tion by strike b re a k e rs g a th e re d in 
som e of the Southern 
states, two 
m ore mills in the Pa in te r plant were 
a lso sta rte d up and a n o th e r large mill 
a t the Clark property was also o p e r­ 
a ted for the first time. 
T h e strik e rs 
deny th at any real progress has been 
m ade at e ith e r Monessen or Painter s 
an d say t h a t they are not to be fright- j 
e ned by the burning of a lot of coal 
an d the m ere o peration of m achinery. 
T h e y say t h a t skilled men can no t be 
secu red outside of their ra n k s and 
t h a t none of their men are deserting, 
despite claim s to the contrary. 
The 
m a n a g e r s of the P a in te r mills claim 
th a t p a rt of their new c re w s is m ade 
up of old employes w h o h ave come 
b ack to work. 
At the Clark mill It is

T h e m a n a g e r s of the mill a dm it t h a t 


mills, VuI express absolute confidence 
in their ability to keep the en tire plant 
in operation. 
Regarding the situation 
President Shaffer said: 
“ On the whole, the strike is going 
on very well. 
We are getting 
out 
m ore men every day and will continue 
to do so. 
T he fight is hardly begun 
yet. 
T here will bo plenty of trouble 
for the tru st before long if they keep 
on in their present course. 
T h e re has 
been no effort on any one's part to­ 
ward peace and there will be none on 
our part again. 
As to the situation in 
Duquesne, all I can say is that there 
has been no strike ordered in th a t mil! 
as yet. 
I said last week th a t when we 
were ready th at mill would be a t t e n d ­ 
ed to.” 
T he men of the Pen n sy lv an ia works 
of the National Tube com pany in this 
city have joined the strikers, and It Is 
expected that the force in the Franks- 
town plant will follow' them. 
About 
600 men left the Pen n sylv an ia works, 
and it Is alm ost certain th a t all of 
the rem ain in g 600 will join in the 
m ovem ent and completely 
tie 
the 
property up. 
W hen the strik e rs filed 
out of the Pennsylvania works they 
m ade no explanation to the officials, 
but to the new spaper men who met 
them outside they said that they had 
quit ra th e r than work non-union m ade 
skelp.

FATHER LIVES IN BRAINERD, 


Was the Notation Found in Boy’s 
Memorandum Book Af­ 
ter Death. 
According to the Minneapolis pa­ 
pers a young man *¿5 year* of age, 
whose home is said to be in Brain- 
erd, waa killed bv being hit by a train. 
The papers go on to Mate that the 
coroner, after rem jviug the body to 
the morgue, notified the chief of 
police of this city and sent descrip­ 
tion. U p to 3 o’clock this afternoon 
Chief of Police Nelson had heard 
nothing from Minneapolis and every 
one interested is wondering what is 
the matter with the officer* down 
there. 
The following is an account of the 
killing from the Minneapolis Journal: 
An unidentified man, whose home 
is supposed to be at Brainerd. Minn., 
waa struck by a Northern Pacific 
train on a crossing bridge at St. 
Anthony Park, about 8:30 this morn 
ing and knocked onto the G reat 
Northern tracks-, some forty feet 
below. He waa picked up and brought 
on an Omaha train to Minneapolis. 
Death came aa the unfortunate man 
was being carried from the train 
sheds into the union station. 
His 
body was taken to the morgue. 
The dead man wo* horribly mangl­ 
ed and almost every bone in ni» body 
was 
broken. There was nothing 
about his clothes by which bis name 
or address could be learned, save a 
note in a memorandum book, which 
read: 
“ My father lives at Brainerd.* 
There was no name in the book. 
lie was apparently not

years of age.
